The  City  of  Shcrbrooke,  the  commercial  centre  of  the  Eastern  Townships,  is  in  point  of  size 
and  population  the  third  larjjest  city  in  the  Province  of  guebec.  It  is  a  manufacturinK'  city  and  is  well 
situati'd  in  the  centre  of  a  fine  agricultural  distiict.      It  is  the  distributing;  point  for  the  Eastern  Townships. 

The  surrounding  district  is  rich  in  timber  and  minerals,  including,'  the  larjfest  Asbestos  deposits 
in  the  world,  and,  beinjf  located  between  Montreal  and  the  New  England  States,  is  exceptionally  well 
situated  for  Canadian  manufacturers  and  for  the  branch  establishments  of  American  fcncerns. 

The  industries  of  Sherbrooke  are  many  and  varied.  Among  the  most  important  may  be  mentioned: 
The  Paton  Manufacturing  Co.,  woollens,  tweeds  and  knitting  ;  the  Magog  Woollen  Mills,  manufacturers 
of  tweeds,  worsted,  yarns,  blankets,  Pullman  rugs :  the  Canadian  Rand  Company,  drilling  machinery, 
etc.  ;  the  Jenckes  Machine  Company,  and  the  Imperial  Pneumatic  Tool  Company,  makers  of  all  kinds  of 
mining  machinery,  engines,  boilers,  water  wheels,  hoists,  etc.  ;  the  Sherbrooke  Iron  Works,  makers  of 
saw  mill  supplies  ;  the  Moore  Carpet  Company  ;  J.  D.  Bush  and  McCrea,  sashes,  doors,  etc.  ;  the 
George  Long  Manufacturing  Company,  cabinet  makers ;  Alex  Ames  and  Sons,  with  the  largest  cold 
storage  plant  in  the  Eastern  Townships  ;  Hovey  Bros.  Packing  Company,  pork  packers  ;  Walter  Blue 
and  Company,  wholesale  clothing  manufacturers;  W.  R.  Webster  and  Co.,  cigars;  the  Sherbrooke 
Cigar  Company  ;  Thompson  and  Company,  manufacturers  of  bobbins ;  P.  Biron,  carriages 
of  all  descriptions  ;  the  Ever  Rest  Spring  Bed  Company ;  the  Peerless  Jewellery  Company ;  the  Canadian 
Fairbanks  Company,  Manufacturers  of  scales  and  valves  ;  the  shops  of  the  Quebec  Central  Railway  ; 
Mackinnon  Holmes  Company,  structural  steel  for  bridge  work;  the  l-um  Ph  t  Manufacturing 
Company  and  the  Crj'stal  Spring  Brewery. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Canadian  Fairbanks  Company  and  Moore  Carpet  impany  (now  con- 
trolled by  the  Guelph  Carpet  Company)  will  about  double  their  capacity  next  sprim- 
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The«c  industries  beinjj  many  and  varied  give  employment  to  all  branches  of  skilled  labor. 

In  addition  to  the  manufactiirinjf  concerns  already  established  there  several  important  industries 
are  considering  locating  in  Slierbrooke.  the  conditions  pertaining  to  labor,  transportation  and  cheap 
power  being  exceptionally  favorable  to  the  operation  of  industrial  plants. 

Sherbrooke  has  exceptional  railway  facilities.  It  is  on  the  main  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway, 
is  a  divisional  point  of  the  fan.idian  P.icilic  Railway,  the  Canadian  terminus  of  the  Hoston  &  Maine 
system  and  the  headquarters  of  the  Quebec  Central  Railway  Company.  The  head  ofVices  of  ihe  Kastern 
Townships  Hank  arc  located  in  Slierbrooke.  It*  distance  from  Montreal  (loo  miles)  is  such  as  to  insure 
the  development  of  the  cily  as  the  centre  of  the  district  in  which  it  is  situated.  Sherbrooke  is  the 
headquarters  of  the  Kastern  Townships  Agrirultural  Society,  whose  annual  exhibition  is  one  of  the  most 
important  of  the  kind  held  in  Canada. 

INCORPORATION   OF  THE  COMPANY 

Ti)e  Sherbrooke  Railway  &  Power  Company  was  incorporated  by  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
Province  of  guebec  in  lyio,  succeeding  the  Sherbrooke  Street  Railway  Company,  whose  Charter  was 
granted  in  181)5.  Under  its  Charter  and  Amendments  the  Company  has  the  right  to  operate  an 
electric  street  niilway  and  sell  hydro-electric  power  in  the  cily  of  Sherbrooke  and  throughout  the  district 
of  St.  Krancis.  This  ('istrict  takes  in  the  counties  of  Sherbrooke,  .•■  anstead,  Wolfe,  Compton,  Richmond 
and  .Megantic,  and  comprises  a  total  population  of  about  150,000. 


FRANCHISES 

The  Comp.my's  franchise  from  the  city  of  Sherbrooke  is  for  a  term  of  40  years,  and  gives  it  the 
exclusive  right  to  build  and  operate  a  street  railway  within  the  limits  of  the  city  during  this  period, 
with  exemption  from  all  taxation  for  fiist  20  years.  .At  the  end  of  ao  years  the  municipality  has  the 
right  to  purchase  the  property  of  the  company  as  a  going  concern.  Under  the  terms  of  its  franchise,  the 
company  has  the  right  to  sell  power  for  industrial  purposes  in  the  city  of  Sherbrooke. 
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
